* Red Cross Health Week, being con­ 
ducted in the Bryan schools by Mrs. 
J. T. Hathway of the local order 
assisted by Miss Berry of the Child 
Welfare department of the State Uni­

Tuesday, at the West Side school 176 
children were weighed and measured 
according to the standards of health 
charts, and a little more than one- 
fourth of the number were found to 
hive defects. These defects were re­ 
ported to the parents, registered on 
the child’s card, and a remedy sug­ 
gested. 
In many cases, the defect 
wns only in the form of bad food hab­ 
its, which had caused mal nutrition, 
and can be corrected easily if the 
suggestions given are followed. Ade­ 
noids, bad tonsils, defective eyes, and 
ears, many defects in posture and 
other physical defects that mean so 
much to the health of the child were 
pointed out.
